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. Chairman's Note 


There is an endless diversity in India starting from its physical features to 
geologic structure, fauna and flora, demographic structure, races, languages, 
religions and cults, arts and crafts and customs and traditions. India has 
been variously described as “the Mini World”, the “epitome of the world" 
and an “ethnological museum". The diversity in India is unique. Underneath 
this diversity lies the continuity of Indian civilization and social structure 
from the very earliest times until the present day . 


From the very ancient times India not only absorbed the foreign cultures 
into its composite fold, but it also spread the rich elements of its own unique 
culture in different parts of the world through religious envoys and through 
trade and mercantile . It is historically recorded that the Pallava and Chola 
rulers had cultural contacts with countries like Ilamandalam (Sri Lanka), Sri 
Vijaya (Sumatra), Chavakam (Java), Kambuja (Cambodia) and Kadaram 
(Malay Peninsula) and to Champa (Vietnam). Evidences of these early Indian 
contacts are still found in the art and architecture of these countries. The 
Southeast Asian countries formed a stronghold of Indian culture from the 
early centuries of the Christian era. The various Southeast Asian languages 


show strong influence of Sanskrit. 


Sanskrit, as is well known, is not a mere Janguage of communication, but 
is the greatest binding force of integration and perennial source of universal 
message crossing the geographical boundaries and barriers of different races 
and cultures. Sanskrit as a language and literature has exercised a great impact 


on the South East Asian countries.

During my first visitt UCK | 
me with Om Swastyastu | The ceremonial rituals performed here are resonant 


with the immortal chants of the Gayatri mantra. A girl whom I met during 
my stay though belonging to the Muslim community had her name Mandakini 
which reminded me of the poetical saga of the great Sanskrit poet Kalidasa. 


The aristocrats of the South East Asian countries have their names like 


k x - 
awati naputri, and so on, adopted from the 
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Sanskrit language. I was stunned to see the meaningful boards like An me 
Parivahana, Dhanagara (which means treasure house- that is Bank), adopted 
from the Indian source are in vogue. I also learnt that the very name of the 
Indonesian capital Yogjakarta, is an indigenous rendering of the Sanskrit 
word Ayodhyakarta (also Yajfayakarta). Since then, it was my long cherished 
desire to bring out this rich Sanskrit vocabulary in print, which I think, is one 
of the wonders of linguistic assimilation. 


The earliest lithic records from most of the countries in South East Asia 
are in Sanskrit. The Indian epics and the Purdnas left their traces in Javanese 
literary works in the form of Kakawins. The mythology of Puranas and the 
eternal epics Ramayana and Mahabharata in the form of Wayong (Shadow 
Play) and observance of Dharma Sastras expressed in Sanskrit language made 
this region a Sanskritized region. 


It appears from implements and vocabulary that there was a community 
culture between India and South East Asia. The languages of South East 
Asia have in them a large number of Sanskrit loan words. 


It would just not do to say that there are Sanskrit words in the languages of 
South East Asia. What is necessary is to identify them and list them under 
different heads. This is a task which no single individual can accomplish, 
requiring as it does an inside knowledge of the concerned South East Asian 
language and Sanskrit language. 


Realizing this, the Centre for South and Southeast Asian Studies has been 
inaugurated in our campus at the hands of His Highness, the Minister For 
Education, Kingdom of Cambodia, Dr. Khol Peng, on 24th January 2005. 
This Somaiya Institute will provide a common platform for the scholars of 
South and Southeast Asian Studies to come together for academic deliberation.

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Preface 


Even a casual visitor to Southeast Asia with a Sanskrit background is struck 
With the presence of Sanskrit words in the vocabularies of the languages there. | 
It had been a desideratum to identify them, a task none too easy because of the 
words in many cases having moved away far from their Originals in shape, form 
and meaning., It is easy to say that there is a large number of words of Sanskrit 
Origin in the languages of Southeast Asia but people in the modern age would 
not be satisfied with that. They would like to know those words, their entire 
extent which would be possible only if these were to be culled by screening 
the entire vocabulary of each of the languages of Southeast Asia. It is in this 
Spirit a project was envisaged through the initiative and blessings of the great 
visionary, the industrialist-educationist Dr.S.K. Somaiya with the K. J. Somaiya 
Centre of Buddhist Studies at the Somaiya Vidyavihar with redoubtable 
Dr. K. Sankarnarayan as its head as the nodal agency. The project was later 
submitted to the Govt. of India that approved it and lent it financial support 


With procedural formalities over, the work of identifying words of Sanskrit 
origin in each of the Southeast Asian language was entrusted to a specialist 
with requisite Sanskrit background to record words in that language: which 
have come from Sanskrit in their present form, meaning and pronunciation 
with mention of their original Sanskrit form and meaning. For practical purposes 
this recording is limited only to five of the Southeast Asian languages that 
have been taken up in this work in Roman alphabetical order : Cambodian; 
Indonesian which includes Old Javanese, Bahasa Indonesia and Balinese; Lao; 
Malay and Thai with their dialects and regional variations. With this done, 
the work was assigned to specialists; in the case of Cambodian to Mr. Kanvol 
Katchima, Assistant Professor at the Centre for Sanskrit Studies, 
Silpakorn University, Bangkok, in the case of Indonesian to Dr. Somvir, 
Assistant Professor at the Udayana University, Bali and Dr. Edi 
Sedyawadi, Ex-Director General for Culture, Department of Education & 
Culture, Govt. of Indonesia, presently professor at the University of Indonesia, 
in the case of Lao to Dr. Samniang Leurmsai, Director, Centre for Sanskrit 
Studies, Silpakorn University, Bangkok, in the case of Malay to Dr. Madhu 
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Sharma, Reader in Sanskrit, Kalindi College, University of Delhi, presently 
with the Department of Indian Studies, University of Malaya and in the case 
of Thai to Dr. Chirapat Prapandvidya, Ex-Director, Centre for Sanskrit 
Studies, Silpakorn University, Bangkok, presently Associate Fellow, Royal 
Institute, Bangkok . 


The work that is now all too ready to hit the stands is the result of a corporate 
effort. I was chosen to co-ordinate it in view of my long association with 
Southeast Asia and passionate attachment to the spirit of the project, which 
for me is the fulfillment of a long cherished wish. As a committed lover of 
Sanskrit it fills my heart with great satisfaction to notice the wide presence 
of Sanskrit in the vast stretches of land going by the name of Southeast Asia 
with a variety of languages and dialects and sub-dialects, a standing testimony 
to the close cultural links between India and Southeast Asia. 


The absorption of so much of Sanskrit must have been a gradual process 
spanning several centuries of acculturation. It may well be argued that 


in India happened in Southeast Asia 
are no longer Sanskrit 
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the respective languages, given their phonological form in an overwhelming 
number of cases and assigned even their own meaning. This has resulted in 
the evolution of an interesting phenomenon of ‘connect’ and ‘disconnect’; 
the words do maintain some connection, however indistinct. with their 
originals to make their identification with them possible, yet they are not the 
same, having assumed a different form in accordance with the phonology of 
the language into which they have been assimilated. 


Once integrated into the mainstream of the respective languages these 
foreign words give up their foreign tag and become part and parcel of the 
current coin in them. To the Sanskritists of India they may be Sanskrit words, 
if they are tatsamas, of the form resembling to Sanskrit or words of Sanskrit 
origin if they are tadbhavas, derived from Sanskrit. To ordinary men and 
women who speak the language they are the words of their own language 
and not words come from any other source, words borrowed and assimilated. 
They are their words reflecting very much as they do their ethos. 


In this connection I am tempted to recount my own experience. It is some 
two decades I was going to Kuala Lumpur from Bangkok by train. I had with 
me the name and address of a person I was to meet there. As the train was 
nearing Kuala Lumpur I took out the address book. It carried the address 
“Uttara Long”, Kuala Lumpur. Unable to make sure as to what Uttara Long 
was; whether it was the name of a locality or a road or a street, I enquired of 
the conductor of the compartment. He looked at the address book and said 
uttarais a Malaysian word which means north”. His remark both amused and 
delighted me. Well, uttara is Malaysian. As is with uttara, so with other 
Sanskrit words. They are at present either Malaysian or Cambodian or Lao 


or Thai or Indonesian. 


Now, when through an attempt like the present one, the people of Southeast 
Asia will be made aware that what is their's is India's also, they cannot but 
be impressed with the thought of sharing what is common with each other. 


And that is precisely the aim of the present attempt. It is the link that will 
bind the peoples of the countries of Southeast Asia with the people of India, 
the link that is vital in forging a common bond between them with enormous 
possibilities of bringing about better understanding, which is the precursor.

An observation that may be of interest here is that in a few languages - it 


| is particularly relevant in the case of Thai — the Sanskrit quotient goes up 


with hierarchical order. There is more of Sanskrit among elites, the nobility 
than among the common folk. For son-in-law the Thai elites would use the 
word jamada, pronounced as chamada, a derivative of Sanskrit jamata while 
the common folk would prefer Jookkhoey. Similarly the common word for 
marriage in Thai is taeng nan while among the elite itis either vivahamonkhon, 
Sanskrit vivahamangala or monkhon somrot, Sanskrit mangalasamarasa or 
just wivaha. Added to this is the observation that the locals while adopting 
words from Sanskrit have not un-often imparted them an aesthetic look. To 
celebrate the 50" anniversary of the coronation of the present king the Thais 


used the word Karicanabhisek(a) rather than the suvarnajayanti of abhiseka 
which would have been used in India. | 


There is a whole lot of technical terms, educational, economic and political, 
drawn from Sanskrit, particularly in Lao and Thai, à study of which could be 
revealing. They could provide a good material to a researcher in this field. 
Eor him a work like the present one could be of inestimable value. So will it 
be to one who wants to take up the socio-cultural study.

The general procedure adopted in compiling Sanskrit-based words from 


languages of Southeast Asia was to consult dictionaries of the language from 


which the words were to be compiled which indicate, on the basis of the

It is not unoften that the notings of 
the compilers of these dictionaries have proved erroneous, based probably as 


they were on wrong information. Quite a few of such cases fall in the category 
of doubtful identification. 


Even when hedged in with these difficulties, the work has been carried out 
by our specialists with utmost care and precision and thoroughness. 


Before I close, I would like to offer profuse thanks to Dr. S.K. Somaiya 
who was the main inspiration behind the work. He offered support to it at 
every step. I am also grateful to compilers in sparing their valuable time in 
identifying the Sanskrit-based words in their respective languages recording 
their present meanings along with their original Sanskrit form and Sanskrit 
meaning, if different from the one in the language concerned. In as of the 
languages where pronunciation and the written form differ, both have been 
given. The compilers have also noted the variants of the words current in 
different dialects, extending the exercise in many cases even to literary works 
of varying periods. 

They have used standard diacritical marks. Some of the languages have 
certain special sounds that even the diacritical marks cannot convey 
adequately. It would have been better to use phonetic symbols for them but : 
then these may not have been intelligible to a common man and thus would 
have been of limited utility.

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Sanskrit in Indonesia 


The Sanskrit language has existed in Indonesia for more than two thousand 
years. It reached the shores of Indonesia through the Ramayana and later on 
through the AstadaSaparva (Mahabharatha). Sanskrit was the literary and 
poetic language. Old Javanese emerged around the fifth century. The 
Ramayana kakawin of Indonesia was written in the Old Javanese script on 
the lines of Bhattikavya. Old Javanese consists of more than thirty percent 
Sanskrit words. Most of the literary work of Indonesia are in old Javanses 
language and called kakawin. 

Interestingly all inscriptions of Indonesia were written in Sanskrit using 
the Pallava script. The words in this dictionary are sourced mainly from the 
Ramayana kakawin of Indonesia, the Astadasaparva and other texts like 
Arjunavivaha, Sutasoma, Tantri etc. 

The Balinese language comes from the old Javanese and has a literary 
history after the old Javanese lost its influence in Java and other areas and 


changed into the modern Javanese language. 

In modern Javanese the last letter ‘a’ is recited as ‘o’ while in Balinese 
it is recited as ‘a’- hrswa. For example the Sanskrit word — Suprapta, becomes 
Suprapto in modern Javanese. Similarly Mahabharatha characters like Arjuna 
becomes Arjuno. But in Balinese it is Arjuna (with hrswa a' ). This can be 
seen in day to day conversation and in performance of the wayang (puppet 
shadow) whose common theme is the Mahabharatha and Ramayana. 

The Balinese Janguage has three levels called the Basa Kasar. For

Bahasa Indonesia which is a mixture of Malaya, Sanskrit, Hindi, Arabic, 
Dutch and English is the national language of Indonesia. It has more than a 
thousand Sanskrit words most of which can be found in this dictionary. It 
shows Indonesia has not forgotten its roots and culture inherited from 
centuries. The national emblem has the word “Pancasila denoting the 
principles of its constitution and Bhineka Tunggal ika meaning ‘unily in 
diversity’ with the symbol of the Garuda. 


Sanskrit is alive in Indonesia and the people have preserved it with 
love. Indonesia is the only place in the world where all ‘ncluding Christians, 
Muslim, Hindus regularly use it in daily life in the names of persons, buildings, 
streets etc. and especially during the play of Wayang Ramayana and 
Mahabharatha. 


The major difference in Old Javanese and Sanskrit is that all ‘v’ words 
of Sanskrit like 'vibha' are written as ‘wibha’. All the entries of Sanskrit 
words have been thoroughly checked with the Dictionary of Sir M. Monier- 
Williams and Vaman Shivram Apte. The relevant words have been given 
grammatical indications. However for Old Javanese, Bahasa Indonesia and 


Bahasa Bali we don't find similar systematic grammatical indications in 
source texts. Hence the words are entered as it 1S. 


All entries in Old Javanese, Bahasa Indonesia and Bahasa Bali have 


been thoroughly checked by experts- and Professor I Wayan Jendra for 


Bahasa Indonesia and Associate Prof. I Made Swastika for the J avanese 
language from Udayana University, Bali.

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Sanskrit Loan-Words in Lao 


Sanskrit and Pali made deep inroads into the script, language and literature 
of Laos. Majority of the Lao inscriptions had been in Sanskrit. The wide 
prevalence of Sanskrit influenced immensely the classical Lao script, language 
and literature. Lao script was introduced by King Rama Kampheng of 
Sukhodaya in 1283 C.E., which marked the common origin of Thai and Lao 
alphabets. In the same year, Pali scriptures from Sri Lanka were introduced 
resulting in greater influence of Pali. One type of Lao script known as Toua- 
Lam is considered sacred and it is used for transcribing Pali. In Lao language, 
there are about sixty percent of words having Sanskrit and Pali origin. There 
are many Lao words having Indian origin like: Kumara (Kumara), Pativat 
(Prativada), Pathet (Pradesh), Prom (Brahma), Pranam (Pranam), Rusi (Rsi), 
Shanti (Santi), Sri (Sri), Sut (Sutra), Setthi (Sresthi), Youvatnari (Yuvanari), 
Sabha (Sabha), Champa (Campa), Nang Mekhala (Mani Mekhala), Nang 
Thorani (Devi Dharani), Praya Nak (Nagaraja) etc. The true classical Lao 
poetry is formed by translation'of Indian poems, and Lao verses follow the 
metrics of Indian prosody. In folk songs, dramas and theatres, themes from 
Indian literature are in abundance. The Lao folklore had been influenced by 
Indian themes. Development of religious song of Buddhist monks encouraged 
many stories becoming popular in both prose and poetry. In the classical Lao 
dance, one can find gestures and movements showing strong influence of 


various Indian dance forms. : 3e 
j .

in Laos. Names, titles and geographical settings were given local colour. 
The majority of Lao stories were derived from the Pancatantra. It Was 
translated into Lao language by Phra Samgharaja Vixula Mahaviharathipati 
in 1507 C.E. of Wat Vixula Mahavihan. The Pancatantra stories written by 
Visnu Sarma of Orissa became very popular in Laos. The Lao version 
consisted of five Pakon (Prakarana); Nanda, Manduka, Pisaca, Sakuna and 
Samgha. 


Indian culture was diffused through the autochthonous societies of Laos 
and other areas of Southeast Asia, whose material base was of such a standard 
that it could assimilate elements of that culture. The people of the region had 
knowledge of metal industry, long-established contact with outside world, 
acquaintance with marine technology and a developed agriculture. An attempt 
to assign greater role either to India or to Southeast Asia would be futile. 
Moreover, giving importance to terminologies like Indic, Indianization, 
Classical or Indigenization would result into semantic controversy. The whole 
process of Indian cultural influence was interaction between culture of India 
and Southeast Asia. 


The prevalence of Hinduism also could be known from the numerous 
inscriptions found in Laos. On the top of Phou Lokan hill, a Sanskrit 
inscription mentions the erection of Siva linga by king Mahendravarman. 
Another inscription of second half of fifth century compares the King Sri- 
Devanika with Yudhisthira, Indra, and Dhananjay and with Indradyumna. In 
art and architecture, the impact of various Indian styles is clearly marked. 
The concept is Indian, butin the choice of pattern and other details, indigenous 


touch is given. The different types of Buddhist icons found in Laos were in 
conformity with Indian canons. 


The Lao have their own alphabet and numbers. Words are read syllable by 
syllable with circular eye movement rather than left to right as in English. 
The vowel may appear before, after, above the consonant as well. No spaces
